CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


1 .—The highest bidder to be the buyer; and, if any dispute 
arise, the lot to be put up again. 

2. —No person to advance less than five per cent. 

3. —The buyer to give in his name and place of abode, and, 

if required, to pay five shillings in the pound as earnest 
for each lot. 

4. —The lots to be taken away with all faults and errors of 

description, at the expense of the purchasers, on the 
day of sale , and to be at their risk from fire, or other 
inevitable accident, from the fall of the hammer. 
To prevent errors, no lots can be delivered at the 
time of sale, and the remainder of the purchase* 
money must be absolutely paid before delivery.
